Bartender and Companion 
Whom Policeman Hears

Former Roomer; Hunted. 


Thirty Servian gypsy men, resplen- 
dent with gold earrings, surged about 
the captain's office in the Carr Street 
Police Station Wednesday, imploring 
Capt. Schoppe to recover the stolen 
hoard of their tribe, amounting to about 
$8000 in American, French, Spanish, En- 
Zlish and Mexican coin. The money, 
with £200 worth of jewelry, was taken 


Tuesday night from its hiding place be- 
neath the bed of Melish Vlido, chief of 
the tribe, in his room at 1525 O'Fallon 
street. 

Policemen and detectives following the 
trail of the stolen gold, and of a taxi- 
eab’s after-midnight journey to a The- 
odosia avenue house, arrested William 
Powers, a bartender; Ben Shaw, a stack 
painter and steeple jack, and Cleveland 
Heinrichs of 1610 Biddle street, while 
telegrams were sent requesting the ar- 
rest of a fourth suspect. 

: ef Many Years. 
The police first learned of the robbery 


Nicholas, George and Wando Vlido, 
burst into the station at 1:30 a. m., and 
uttered the most behement lamentations. 
It took the policenien some time to quiet 
the men sufficiently to get the story of 
the loss of the tribal hoard—money 
saved through many years of horse 
trading and fortune telling, and never 
intrusted to a bank. The tribe headed 
by Viido has spent the winter in the 
neighborhood of Fifteenth and O’Falion 
streets. 

The money was kept in two canvas 
veedhans a piece of fire hose, riveted 
at & *h ends, all inclosed in a large 
leath © pouch, which lay under Mel- 
ish Vido's bed and was guarded in his 
absence by his wife. 

This vigilance was relaxed Tuesday 
night, when the entire family went out 
to a lodge meeting. On their return, 
long after midnight, the loss was dis- 
covered, 

When questioned as to who knew of 
the presence of the money under the 
bed, the Vlidos said it was known to a 
16-year-old youth who had been living 
in the house until a few days ago, and 
who had since been sleeping in a shed, 
because the family had no room for him 
in the hqse. 

A visit to the premises showed that 
the shed was deserted. Inquiry at Union 
Station showed that a youth of the same 
appearance as the Viido'’s late lodger, 
had left for Cincinnati on the B. & O. 
Southwestern train at 1:45 a. m. Mes- 
sages were sent to points along the line, 
esking for his arrest. 

At 6 a. m. Patrolman Wiennecke heard 
two men disputing angrily as they en- 
tered a saloon in the neighborhood of 
the Vlido home. One was William Pow- 
ers, the bartender, just going on duty: 
the other was Ben Shaw. The police- 
man heard one say to the other, ‘‘Ain’t 
you going to give me but $100?" 

forelian Coiling Are Found. 

He arrested the two, and at the sta- 
tion Shaw was found to have in his 
pocket gold and silver coins which the 
poiice decideti were Spanish, French and 
Mexican, and whose value they figured 
as $74.5, beside $250 in United States gold 
coins. 

Powers had no foreign money, but 
had £212 in United States currency and 
had four certificates of deposit made out 
in his own name, aggregating $2682.25. 

A taxicab, in which the two had been 
riding, was near the scene of the ar- 
rest, and the chauffeur said he had just 
returned with them from a house on 
Theodosia avenue, near Goodfellow ave- 
nue, to which he had taken them, afte; 
picking them up in front of the Amer- 
jean Hotel at 1:30 a. m., 

Third Suspect Is Held. 

Cleveland Heinrichs of 1610 Biddle 
street was later arrested in Carpenter 
placé, on the suspicion that he had 
been in the taxicab with the two men. 

Detectives were sent to the Theodosia 
avenue house, and learned there that a 
man had called between 4 and 6 a. m., 
and had seen a young woman living 
there. A $40 gold piece was found itn a 
tea cup in the kitchen, and the detec.

Miss., 
day night. None of them could con- 
firm the rumor that the bandits got $60,- 
000 from a safe in Snoddy’s car. The 
safe was wrecked by an explosive. 
Snoddy appeared reluctant to discuss 
the robbery. He said. events happened 
80 quickly that he scarcely knew what 


was going on. 
Crash at Car Door. 
“I had no idea the train was being 


robbed when it stopped,” he said. “I 


was busy about my work and supposed 
some obstruction or train order had 
stopped it. The first I knew anything 
was wrong was when I heard something 
crash against the door of my car. Even 
then it was several minutes before I 
could understand somebody was trying 
to break in. 

“Then the door gave way and the first 
thing I knew a man had jumped in. He 
threw a revolver up and ordered me to 
put up my hands. He ordered me to 
keep still and then another man came 
in. 

“I was ordered then to leave the car. 
Outside one man guarded me. Another 
was busy in the car for several min- 
utes. Then he, too, came out. A min- 
ute later came the explosion, as the safe 
was forced open. 

“I don’t know how much money was 
in the car. I have been instructed by 
the company not to discuss the matter 
until I get further permission, so this 
is all I can say.” 

Conductor O’Hare, in charge of the 
train, left it at Cairo, Ill. Mrs. G. §S. 
Davis, Miss Addie Davis and Mrs. Mary 
Emily Connell of Columbus,,Miss., who 
are delegates to the women’s conven- 
tion, said that O’Hare gave the passen- 
gers the first news of the bandits. 

Conductor Warns Passengers. 

‘“He came through the car shouting it 
was being held up,” Mrs. Davis said, 
“and advised the twenty-five or thirty 
passengers to hide their valuables. At 
first we thought he wags joking, until 
some of the men stuck their heads out 
of the windows and saw the engineer 
and fireman with their hands up and 
men guarding them with revolvers. Then 
we began hiding our valuables in our 
shoes and hair. We were surprised when 
the train moved.on again and the ban- 
dits hadn’t visited us.”’ 

J. J. Hovell of Avon, Ill., said women 
put jewels in their stockings and hid 
them in their hair, while the men slipped 
their purses under seats and into every 
available niche. 

The safe in the express car was 
wrecked beyond repair, the whole front 
being torn away. Officials believe nitro- 
glycerine was used for the blast. Win- 
dows in the car were shattered and ex- 
press packagés broken open by the force 
of the explosion. 

Nobody Knew when the bandits board- 
ed the train. Two of them crawled 
over the tender, and, with revolvers. 
compelled the engineer and fireman to 
stop at a point seven miles south of 
Corinth. After they had looted the safe 
they ran into the dense underbrush odDf 
the Tuscumbia River bottom. Bloo4- 
hounds were put upon their trail 
Wednesday.

JURY HEARS OF 
LEWIS TROUBLE 
Wilh POSTOFFICE 


Despite District Attorney’s Ob- 
jections Publisher’s Lawyer 
Gets It on Record. 








MAGAZINES HELD UP 


Witness Says: 3 Carloads Were 
Detained After Postage Had 
Been Paid. 


Attorneys for E. G. Lewis on trial 
in the United States District Court on 
a charge of using the mails to defraud 
in the sale of securities of his Univer- 
city City conporations cross-examined 
Francis V. Putnam, former treasurer of 
the companies, at length Wednesday as 
to Lewis’ troubles with the postoffice 
department in 190 and 1907. 

Putnam testified that many persons 
who subscribed for the notes and stock 
of the ecorporations wrote letters to 
Lewis expressing sympathy for him in 


the fight with the postoffice depart- 
ment. District Attorney Houts repeated 
his objections to going into the fraud 
orders issued against Lewis and the 
People’s United States Bank in 1907 
and the withdrawal of the second class 
mailing privileges from the Lewis pub- 
lications in 1907, declaring that those 
matters were not issues in-this case, 
as the alleged offenses upon whch Lewis 
is now being tried occurred in 1908, 
1909 and 1910. 
Stockholders Told of Charges, 

Former Judge Barclay succeeded in 
getting into the record the statement 
of Putnam that he, Lewis and F. J. 
Cabot, who was a director of the Lewis 
corporations, were indicted in 1905 and 
again in 1907, and that postoffice in- 
spectors sent circulars announcing these 
facts to 18,000 stockholders in the Lewis 
corporations. 

He testified also regarding the hold- 
ing up of three car loads of Lewis’ mag- 
azines by the postoffice department after 
the postage had been paid. That also 
occurred in 1907, he said. He testi- 
fied also to an investigation of the 
subscription records of the Lewis Pub- 
lishing Co. made by the Fettis Commis- 
sion, at the request of Lewis in 1907. 

Putnam was asked if the building of 
a subway from University City to the 
business district of St. Louis was not a 
material part of the plans of Lewis for 
the development of his University City 
properties, and if the purchase of the St. 
Louis Star was not made for furthering 
the subway scheme. 

Putnam said he understood that Lewis 
purchased the Star for the purpose of 
using it to get a franchise for a subway. 

District Attorney Houts, who is prose- 
cuting the Government’s case against 
Lewis, asked Putnam whether Lewis 
had ever applied to the city of St. Louis 
for a subway franchise. Putnam said 
he did not know that any application 
had ever been made for a franchise. 


Notes Not Patd. 

Relative to the 7 per cent notes of the 
Lewis Publishing Co., Putnam testified 
that about $502,000 of them had been actu- 
ally paid in money or transferred into 
other holdings of the Lewis corporations. 
Something over $1,000,000 worth of the 
notes were never paid, he said. 

When he severed his connection with 
the Lewis Publishing Co. in 1910, Put- 
nam said he had drawn a number of 
checks to pay off notes that had been 
sent in for payment. There was no 
money in the bank to pay the checks, 
he said, and they were held up, but the 
notes were sent to the St. Louis County 
Land Title Co. for cancellation He said 
ii was expected that the money to pay 
the checks. would come in when thev- 
were written. 

The value of the land mortgaged to 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. for 
$400,000 was $1,500,000 in excess of t} 
mortgage, Putnam testified. The fact 
that the value exceeded the mortgage 
by so great a sum, he said, made the 
income or unsecured notes sold to 'n- 
vestors by Lewis on order for first 
mortgage notes a good investment. 

Had 3000 Investors. 

About 3009 persons invested in the 7 
per cent notes of the Lewis Publishing 
Co., Putnam said, and the same num- 
ber bought the 6 per cent notes of the 
University Heights Realty and Develo-- 
ment Co. 

Putnam was put on the stand Mor- 
day afternoon by District Attorney 
Houts, and was on the stand the en- 
tire day Tuesday. 

In his cross-examination Putnam tes- 
tified that Edward Gruenner, a rea) es- 
tate expert of the Mercantile Trust Co., 
made an appraisal of section 4 of 1 n{- 
versity City and fixed the valuation ¢t 
$354,000.

Judge Kinsey’s Ruling Will Ad- 
mit Testimony Charging 
Standard Oil Plot. 








In the mandamus suit of the Rocke- 
feller interests to gain control of thz 
Waters Pierce Oil Co. it is competent 
as a defense for the Waters Pierce Co. 


to submit proof that Rockefeller and 
his associates are seeking to perpetuate 
the Standard Oil monopoly through iIn- 
dividual control of the corporations for- 
merly owned by the Standard, accord- 
ing to a decision handed down by Judge 
Kinsey of the St. Louis Circuit Court, 
Wednesday. 

Judge Kinsey’s decision was on the 
motion of the Standard Oil attorneys 
to strike out of the Waters Pierce an- 
swer all allegations relating to a con- 
spiracy In restraint of trade. Judge Kin- 
sey ordered the Waters Pierce lawyers, 
however, to make their charges more 
specific with reference to the alleged et- 
forts of the Rockefeller interests to get 
contro! of the local corporation for the 
purpose of making it a member of the 
combination. : 

He ordered three paragraphs of the 
return stricken out because, he said, 
they contained mere conclusions of law 
and not facts. 

The mandamus suit was filed to com- 
pel the tellers at the recent Waters 
Pierce election to count the ballots ten- 
dered by the Standard Oil interests for 
Robert W. Stewart, Charles W. Mayer 
and Charles M. Adams for directors of 
the company. The Rockefeller inter- 
ests had planned to oust Pierce as chair- 
man of the board of directors of the 
company, and his son as president, and 
elect men known to be friendly to Stan- 
dard (41 interests.

S INCOMPETENT 


Delegate, Replying to Swarts, 
Says Members Might as Well 
* Fess Up.’ 


In a caustic letter Delegate Hale, 
chairman of the House of Delegates 
Hospital Committee, replied Wednesday 
to the comments made Saturday by 
Charles L. Swarts in resigning from the 
Hospital Board. ; 

Swarts criticised the House in general 
and Hale in particular because four bills 
providing for improvements in the city 
institutions had been killed by filing in 
the House. One of these was a bill to 
increase the salary of the superinten- 
dent of the city sanitarium. 

Hale writes that he and, other mem- 
bers of the House were amazed to find 
in this bill a clause making the other 
provisions applicable only to a man with 
five years’ experience. This, he says, 
would have made the position a perpet- 
ual charge for one man, as no other 
person in the city would have the nec- 
essary experience. 

Amazed at $50 Pay. 

In regard to the bill for increasing 
the salaries of hospital supervisors 
from $30 to $50 a month, Hale writes. 
‘“Candor compels me to say [ am 
amazed that you should believe com- 
petent supervisors could be employed 
for $50 a month.” 

The proposed increase, he says, would 
add $14,300 to the annual hospital payroll 
withuut appreciable benefit to.the insti- 
tution. The committee and the House, 


be a wiser plan to employ a good 
alienist with a consulting staff, than 
to increase the pay of internes. 

Another bill killed by the House was 
that providing for a hospital board 
junket of inspection of Eastern hospi- 
tals for the treatment of contagious dis- 
eases. Hale considered the expense of 
such a trip out of all proportion to the 
good it would do, he says. 
Hale says in his letter that the House 
passed bills providing for student nurses, 
graduate nurses, supervisors of nurses 
and dietitions. “Yet I am surprised,”’ 
he writes, ‘‘at the information given me 
by the Hospital Commissioner last Sat- 
urday that not a single dietition has been 
appointed yet.” 

“Might ax Well ’Fess Up.” 

In conclusion he tells Swarts the Hos- 
pital Board might as well ‘fess up its 
incompetency.”’ 
Swarts had two years to serve on the 
board. Three other members whose 
terms will expire April 15 are Dr. John

Man Implicated in Shooting of 
Policeman Freed After a 
Year. 


JONES PLEADED FOR HIM 
Upon Circuit Attorney’s 
Judge Shield’s Recommenda- 
tion the Prisoner Was Freed.

After serving one year and one month 
of a two years’ sentence for perjury, 
John (Heavy) Connors of St. Louis has 
been paroled by Gov. Hadley. Under 
the terms of the parole Connors will be 
under the guardianship of Delegate John 
Lahiv, who will be responsible for his 
conduct. 

Connors entered the penitentiary Feb. 
17, 1911, following his conviction in the 


Criminal Court in connection with the 
shooting of Patrolman John Hutton by 
Cornelius Sullivan at the West End 
Physical Culture Club, Twenty-second 
street and Washington avenue, Jan. 17, 
1909. 

Swore He Was Intoxicated. 

At Sullivan's trial Connors swore that 
he was at the club but was so intoxicat- 
ed that he knew nothing of the shooting. 
George Brazier, 8 years old, who sang 
at the club, testified that Connors was 
one of the leaders of the attack on Po- 
liceman Hutton. On this testimony Con- 
nors was convicted of perjury. 

Sullivan, who shot Hutton, was pa- 
roled about six months ago on the repre- 
sentation that he was dying of consump- 
tion. 

Connors was implicated with Sullivan 
after an attack on Miss Anzette Mc- 
Donald, a department store model, Nov. 
21, 1906. Miss McDonald was forcibly 
taken from an Olive street restaurant 
by two men, who put her in a carriage 
and drove her to the North End Demo- 
cratic Club, 3408 North Broadway, where 
they kept her a prisoner all night. 

Sentenced to Five Years. 

When the case came up for trial Miss 
McDonald did not appear and _ the 
charge against Connors was dropped. 
To escape prosecution on the charge of 
abducting Miss McDonald, Sullivan, al- 
ready convicted of shooting Hutton, 
pleaded guilty to an election fraud 
charge and was sentenced to five years. 

Connors was arrested several times but 
was never convicted except on the per- 
jury charge. He was reputed to be a 
member of the Bottoms Gang. 

A dispatch from Jefferson City 
Wednesday told that Connors was pa- 
roled on the recommendation of Circuit 
Attorney Jones and an indorsement from 
Judge Shields. The Circuit Attorney in 
a letter to the Pardon Attorney stated 
that while it was true that Connors was 
guilty of perjury yet the evidence 
showed that he was drunk when the 
crime was committed and probably had 
no clear ideas in the premises. 


Pleaded for Him. 
He also stated “that no good purpose 


can now be served by forcing this young 
man to serve full time.’’ He added that 
Connors is about 30 years old, lived all 
his Hfe in St. Louls and was never in 
any previous trouble. 

Judge Shields indorsed the Circuit At- 
torney's letter with a notation that he 
would recommend the parole, condi- 
tioned that Connors was to be paroled 
to some responsible person. 

Circuit Attorney Jones Wednesday said 
that he wrote a letter to Jugde Shields 
saying that he would not oppose a rec- 
ommendation for a parole for Connors. 
This was in response to a letter written 
to Jones by Judge Shields after Connors’ 
friends had asked for clemency. 

Jones wrote to the Judge that Connors 
was intoxicated the night of the Hutton 
shooting, and that he had never been in 
serious trouble before. In making this 
statement, Jones said, he did not con- 
sider the charges made by Miss Mc- 
Donald, as investigation at the time 
convinced him that her story of abduc- 
tion and mistreatment was untrue.

Allens Post Warning 
to Keep Out of Hills. 
HILLSVILLE, Va., March 20. 
HIRTY of the Allen outlaws 
$9 and their followers held a 
two-hour conference’ within 
three miles of Hillsville yesterday 
afternoon. It was decided to fight 
to the finish and not to yield either 
to the Virginia or Federal author- 
ities. The following notice, scrib- 
bled in pencil on a sheet of coarse 
brown wrapping paper, was posted 
on a tree, a mile from Hillsville, on 
the public road: 
dé O those who have made it 
a their business to concern: 
‘“‘We have plenty of arms 
and bullets. We know how to use 
them. These hills is an unhealthy 
place for strangers to visit. Re- 
member this. You kin git us in the 
end, maybe, but we will git you 
first.’’

HILLSVILLE, Va., March 2.—Dawn 
today found Virginia detectives and 
possemen surrounding and preparing to 
assault another mountain stronghold 
in which the Carroll Courthouse mur- 
derers are thought to be at bay. Chest- 
nut Ridge, a spur of the Blue Ridge 
Mountains just five miles from the 
home of Floyd Allen, is supposed to be 
the hiding places of the outlawed clans- 
men this time. 

Gathered there today were the posses 
uho had been guarding the roads, rein- 
forced by every available man from 
Hillsville, just arrived after an all- 
night ride. The leaders expect to try to 
take the fugitives as soon as their ex- 
act position has been determined. 

News that the Allens had slipped out 
of their digcovered refuge at Squirrel’s 
Spur and reached Chestnut Ridge was 
brought to Hillsville last night by a 
mounted messenger.

“Of course, when everybody else 
started shooting I got my pistol and 
joined in the fray. Why shouldn't I? It 
was in self-defense. When our people 
went in the courtroom they intended to 
kill nobody, and [I at heart was ready 
to go to jail. I am not afraid of death, 
and that is what is looking us in the 
face. 

“Judge Hairston is my lawyer, but 
they won’t give him any show. We will 
be all tried in Carroll County if I have 
anything to say about it, and we Allens 
—we are fighting men—will show them 
how an Allen can go to his death; but 
Vic, I want to help save him. The boy 
never drew his gun; maybe he ought to 
have, but he didn’t.’’ 

Floyd Allen is, comparatively speak- 
ing, an old man, but he 1s still strong 
and vigorous. Standing over six feet, 
his carriage is erect; he is alert, with 
a mass of curly gray hair covering his 
head. He is better educated than the 
usual mountaineer, and he talks with 
intelligence upon ordinary current top- 
ics.

When he re- 
turned he appeared to be uneasy and 
finished his meal in silence. He went 
away, telling his wife he would be 
back in the evening. 

Arrested in Indianapolis. 

He did not return. Several days 
passed without news from him. Then 
Mrs. Jenkins returned to the home of 
her parents where she has remained 
ever since. Her father investigated. 
Then he obtained a warrant charging 
Jenkins with bigamy. He was arrested 
at the home’ of a sister, Mrs. Sarah 
Barthelmew, 729 Fletcher avenue, Ind- 
janapolls. 

Eli Jenkins, the husband, admitted 
Wednesday that he had been married 
twice, but said he thought his first wife 
had obtained a divorce. 

The first wife was Miss Josie Rain. 
They were married tn East St. Louis, 
April 24, 1904, when Jenkins was 19 years 
old and the bride was 18. He says they 
had lived together for only a week when 
they separated. 

Once Sued for Divorce. 

He once filed suit for divorce, he said, 
but was compelled to be out of the city 
when the case came up for trial.

Rassieur’s court in the case of Isaac N. 
Brown, whose automobile is alleged to 
have injured Herbert Kurt of 6247 Mag- 
nolia avenue, in Tower Grove Park, the 
night of Oct. 6, 1911. Kurt's bicycle was 
struck with such force that the lamp of 
the automobile was broken. The auto- 
mobile was driven rapidly away but a 
bystander saw the number, which was 
found later to correspond to that of 
Brown's machine. The lamp of his ma- 
chine was found to be broken and 
fragments of glass found at the scene 
of the accident fitted it. Brown was in- 
dicted several weeks later.

Two Homes Destroyed and 20 
Others Are Damaged at 
Dunmore, Pa.

SCRANTON, Pa., March 2.—In a gas 
explosion caused, it is thought by mine 
settlings, nine persons were killed and 
two injured seriously today in Dunmore, 
near here. The families, comprising two 
women and seven children, were either 
blown to pieces in the expiosion or 
burned in the fire that followed and de- 
stroyed three houses. 

The dead are: 

Mrs. John Cavella and her five chil- 
dren, Rose, 3 years old; Dominick, 8; 
Lucy, 11; Lizzie, 14; William, 20. 

Mrs. Vito Summa, Mrs. Cavella’s 
daughter, and her two children, Mary, 7, 
and Frank, 5. 

The body of Mary Summa was found 
in the limbs of a tree 50 feet from the 
scene of the explosion a half hour after 
the accident. 

More than 20 dwellings were damaged 
and scores of persons were thrown out 
of their beds and bruised. 

In the last week, nine settlings in the 
neighborhood of the Cavella home have 
caused alarm. Only a few days ago the 
cellar dropped out of a house on the op- 
posite side of the street and several 
miners climbed to the surface on lad- 
ders let down by the women of the 
house. 

Dunmore police say gas from a broken 
main, caused probably by the mine set- 
tlings, found its way into the cellar of 
the Cavella home, where it gathered in 
a dense volume and exploded when it 
came in contact with an oil lamp that 
was burning in the house.

DISCUSSES LIVING COST 


Harry Hems, Who Installed 
Christ Church Reredos, Found 
Hat and Shoes Cheap. 


St. Louis tobacco factory girls dress 
as well as “‘born ladies’’ dress in En- 
giand, according to Harry Hems, En- 
glish sculptor, who recently returned 
home after Installing the reredos, or 
stone altar screen, in Christ Church Ca- 
thedral. 

Hems’ observations on St. Louis mat- 
ters are contained in an article which 
he contributed to a recent issue of the 
Western Mercury, published in Ply- 
mouth, England. The article is headed 
“The Cost of Living at St. Louis (Mo.), 
= 

Hems does not say that the cost of 
living in St. Louis is low, though he does 
say that he bought a hat and a pair of 
shoes as cheaply as he could have done 
in England. Most articles of apparel, 
he says, cost more than in England, but 
the people, he declares, are dressed bet- 
ter in St. Louis than in England, 

Great Water Drinkers, 

A previous article by s in the 
same paper alluded to the tariff, a live 
question in England, and thus started a 
controversy. Hems gives this contro- 
versy much attention in his second arti- 
cle. The remainder of the article is as 
follows: 

‘It is the wholesome custom of the 
American people to rarely take anything 
but water (followed perchance by a cup 
of coffee) with their noonday meal. At 
the various restaurants at such times 
beer and spirits are practically eschewed. 
Water (and at St. Louis most excellent 
water, too) is the favorite beverage. The 
average American consumes a small 
bucket of iced aqua pura every day of 
his life; at some seasons of the year 
probably considerably more. 

Experience Buying Clothes. 

‘My experience in the purchase of 
clothes during my recent six months’ 
residence in St. Louis was extremely 
limited. I bought an ordinary brown 
felt hat in Market street, at a shop 
near the railway station, a terminus 
which is only second in size in the whole 
country to the new one belonging to the 
Pennsylvania line in New York, this lat- 
ter reputed to be the largest and most 
costly building of that kind in the world. 
The cost of this hat was $1 (48 2d). I 
should certainly have had to give 4s 6d 
or 5s 6d for it in this country. 

‘When the snow began to fall last 
November (having only tan shoes with 
me) I purchased a stout pair of winter 
boots at a store in Franklin avenue, 
and paid $3.50 (14s 7d) for them. This 
price, my shoemaker in High street, 
Exeter (who has seen them), tells me is 
about the same as he would charge here 
for a similar class of boot. About the 
same time I bought a pair of thick win- 
ter gloves, in Sixth street, for which the 
cost was half a dollar (2s 1d). At one 
of the immense department stores for 
which St. Louis is famed, I got a dozen 
pocket handkerchiefs, for which I gave 
12 cents (6d) apiece. That comprises the 
whole of my purchases in the way of 





personal attire. 
Clothing Costs More. 

“As a matter of fact, men’s clothes 
and ladies’ costumes cost far more there 
than they do in this country. But in 
spite of this, both sexes dress infinitely 
better than they do in England. This 
assertion applies to all classes of society. 
The average workingman almost in- 
variably takes off his clothes—or some 
of them—during the hours of labor, and 
substitutes overalls (these may be ob- 
tained for an outlay of from a half to 
one dollar). Hence it is that a carpen- 
ter, for instance, when seen in the 
streets going to and from his work looks 
like his confrere in this country does 
when arrayed in his church-going ap- 
parel. 

“‘As for the opposite sex, it is rare that 
any but a well-dressed one is seen out 
of doors. A large tobacco manufactory 
existed not far from Christ Church Ca- 
thedral, and when the many hundreds 
of girls employed there left work, on the 
termination of a day’s labor (at 5 p, m.) 
one would think, by their appearance, 
they were all ‘born ladies.’’ 

In some avocations, almost entirely 
monopolized by the opposite sex, ex- 
tremely good money is earned. The 
typewriters (stenographers they are 
termed) are much in evidence in this re- 
spect. Their wages vary according to 
position occupied. There are compara- 
tilyely few who cannot demand $10 (£2 1s 
84) a week, and not a few, holding re- 
sponsible appointments, are paid sums 
rising as high as $30 (£6 5s). Thetr work- 
ing hours are seldom more than 4 a 
week, often much less.” 

He repeats the praise of St. Louis and 
its people which appeared in his pre- 
vious article, and declares that he met 
here “some of the most charming peo- 
ple I have ever been intimately asso- 
clated with in all my life.”

BITUMINOUS MINERS

Plaintiff Tells Judge Harper Set- 
tled Alienation Claim and He 
Gets Divorce. 


Joseph T. Lugton obtained a divorce 
in Judge Shields’ court Tuesday from 
Louise Lugton, 3949 St. Ferdinand ave- 
nue, to whom he was married 35 years 
ago. Lugton declared that his happi- 
ness was shattered through learning 
that his wife was interested in his em- 
Floyer and friend, John W. Harper, 
foreman at the Veiled Prophet den, 2120 
Walnut street. Harper recently paid 
Iugton $1600 in compromise of a suit 
for alienation threatened by Lugton, the 
piaintiff told the Court. 

Friends for Years. 

Lugton said he worked for Harper for 
2é years as a designer and builder of 
floats for the Veiled Prophet’s parade 
in St. Louis and similar parades else- 
where. Their long business relations 
had caused them to become close 
friends. 

Mrs. Lugton’s interest in Harper was 
revealed to her husband, he testified, 
turough his finding a letter in an old 
waistcoat belonging to Harper in Port- 
land, Ore., in 1907. According to Lug- 
tcn, the waistcoat had been given to 
him by Harper to sell. 

Found the Letter. 

“At my leisure,” said the witness, ‘“‘I 
went through the pockets to see if 
there were anything of value and found 
the letter. It began ‘my darling sweet- 
heart’ and closed ‘from your true sweet- 
heart, Lou.’ 

“Although I had never suspected my 
wife I recognized it as her writing,” 
he added. 

Lugton returned to St. Louis and con- 
fronted Mrs. Lugton. He said she pro- 
tested innocence, He, believing her, did 
not leave her. Nor were the cordial re- 
lations between him and Harper dis- 
turbed at that time, Lugton said. 

Shadowed His Wife, 

Subsequently Lugton’s suspicions were 
aroused by something he had heard and 
he resolved to “‘shadow”’ his wife. He 
said he and John A. Smith followed her, 
and, according to the testimony of both 
men, saw her enter the Vetled Prophet 
Den one night while Harper was there. 
Then the lights in the place were turned 
low, it was testified. 

Mrs. Lugton did not resist the suit.

TYPHOID SAILOR GIVES 
DISEASE TO 28; 4 DIE 


Mystery of Epidemic on Vessel 
Cleared by Discovery of 


His Condition. 


SACRAMENTO, Cal., March 20.—Mys- 
tery attending a persistent epidemic of 
typhoid fever aboard the Acme, a lum- 
ber vessel of the A. W. Beadle Lumber 
Co., has been cleared, and the cause 
removed through a consultation of State 
health officers. 

Harry Olson, & foremast hand, was 
discovered to be the carrier of typhoid 
germs. Olson’s record equals that of 
“Typhoid Mary,’’ who spread the dis- 
ease wherever she went. Olson is be- 
'feved to have communicated typhoid to 
28 members of the crew since Aug. 10, 
when he entered the ship's service.

knows it. “The people”’—and by “the people” we 
mean the average hodcarrier, the average banker, 
the average mechanic, the average doctor, the 
average clerk, the average merchant, the average 
laborer, the average capitalist—‘the people” is, 
and always has been, and probably always will be 
unable to frame a constitution, “The People” 
has had the good sense never to attempt to 
frame one. It has always delegated its unques- 
tioned right to build its constitutions to a few 
chosen experts in the science and art of govern- 
ment. In the most illustrious example of con- 
stitution-making two cnillion and a half of 
Americans selected 55 specialists to frame the 
constitution of the United States. And having 
taken no part in framing it, ‘“‘the people” took 
no direct part in ratifying or repudiating it, but 
again delegated this function to state conven- 
tions, uninstructed, with full powers of delibera- 
tion and decision. And when a question arose 
as to whether the constitution needed amend- 
ments, the people were wise enough not to seek 
to determine buch a question by their own direct 
judgment, expressed through instructions, but 
left the question to their respective State legisla- 
tures, 
The same is true of the framing of every con- 
stitution of every state and where amendments 
to state constitutions are voted on by the people, 
Mr. Roosevelt well knows what proportion of the 
total vote is cast on such amendments. 
The American people is pre-eminently capable 
of self-government precisely because it has the 
wisdom to know its own limitations, and to 
leave to men of specialized knowledge and train- 
ing the drafting of its charters of liberty and the 
watch and ward over these charters. As a man 
who attempts to be his own lawyer has a fool for 
a client, so a people which attempted to frame 
its own constitution would have a fool for its 
ruler. 
And now comes Mr. Roosevelt with the propo- 
sition that the people having left the formulation 
of its constitutions to experts, should undertake 
the interpretations of its constitutions itself— 
that a patient, having decided that a doctor was 
the best person to diagnose and prescribe for 
him, should, when the prescription tasted bitter, 
arrogate to himself the analysis of the medicine 
to decide whether or not the dose would be ef- 
ficacious.

NEW YORK, March 20.—The Even- 
ing Post, in its copyrighted financial 
review today, Says: 

“There was a good deal of interest- 
ing news today, but the interest of 
the market chiefly converged on the 
cable announcement that British 
coal minerg were beginning to g0 
baek to work in anticipation of the 
compromise act in Parliament. 

“This was offset by the sullen 
declaration of the strike leaders that 
they wili accept from Parliament no 
minimum wage, except that which 
they themselves have named. 

“But we in this country are famil- 
iar wita such eleventh-hour irrecon- 
ciliables, and we are also aware, by 
experience, of the strong probability 
that when a strike, which the labor- 
ers and the entire community dislike, 
but which is maintained as a meas- 
ure in union politics, once begins to 
break up the return to work contin- 
ues, whatever the wesisting forces. 

“The London Stock Exchange hard- 
ly reflected this development of the 
day; its market was heavy—perhaps 
through profit-sharing, perhaps 
through mistrust of the parliamen- 
tary move itself. 

“Our own stock market moved up 
again, stocks of the coal roads show- 
ing special strength, but a number 
of other shares rising a point or 
more 

“To just what extent this was rec- 
ognition of the news position in the 
English coal dispute—which has un- 
doubtedly direct bearing on our own 
—is a matter of opinion. 

Money in Demand, 

‘“The fact that the April settlement is 
now only 10 days off, made Germany re- 
new its bid for short-term loans in this 
inarket. Some large advances were 
made, and while serious rates were 
named as having been paid*for one and 
two months loans, it became known 
that certain prominent banks had, with- 
in the last few days, made large 30-day 
loans to Berlin interests at terms which 
will net the lenders better than 5% per 
cent, 

“These loans were for the express pur- 
pose of carrying the borrowers over the 
quarterly settlement period, and since 
the price paid was virtually double that 
bid here, it was natural for the banks 
to make considerable advances. 

“The banks made some Jarge currency 
remittances to interior points, and it 
was evident that the disbursements in- 
cident to the spring season, especially 
in the West and Southwest, were caus- 
ing the banks of these centers to draw 
down their balances at New York. 

‘This the banks here did not object 
to, in view of the low rates for call 
money, although it was recognized that 
the demand for money here was grad- 
ually broadening, and that the present 
bank supplies, which is less than half 
that shown a vear ago, was largely con- 
centrated in the vaults of one or two 
institutions.’’ 

lkuixports Are Large. 

“Of home news, there was, first, 
the full foreign trade report for Feb- 
ruary, which showed, even if allow- 
-ing for the extra day this year, the 
largest exports ever recorded in the 
month, and an excess of exports ex- 
ceeding by $8,000,000 all other Febru- 
arys except 1909, when imports were 
paralyzed by after- -panic influences, 

“Along with this came the final 
census ginning estimate on the cot- 
ton yield, showing the remarkably 
high ascertained figure of 16,205,000 
bales, as against a_ previous maxi- 
‘mum estimate of 66,438,000, 

“The figure was greeted by a mod- 
erate rise in the price of cotton, re- 
flecting again the fact that last 
ewek's figures showed exports from 
the one to date nearly 2,000,000 bales 
above the highest record for any cor- 
respondin ns period, while American 
spinners-takings have also durin 
the ast few weks, surpassed all 
prece ent. 

“A rise in the price of copper to the 
15-cent level, which it has not touched 
since the autumn of 1908, attracted much 
atterition, but experience has taught the 
markets to distrust these spectacular 
moves in copper.

NEW YORK, March 20.—Watching an 


exposed human heart beat and the 


lungs perform their functions of main- 
taining life, a group of surgeons bent 
over the body of a woman in the amphi- 


theater of the Bellevue Hospital and 
observed events for 20 minutes, while 
the combined efforts of science and na- 
ture won a triumph over death. 
Nature was assisted by a humanly de- 
vized contrivance which was tried for 
the first time in this city. It is known 
as the Ellsbury apparatus. It forces air 
into the lungs and withdraws it, thus 
maintaining an artificial respiration in 
a patient incapacitated from breathing. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Engelman, 57 years old, 
was the medium for the experiment. 
She was admitted to the hospital on 
March 14, suffering from recurrent can- 
cer. Because of an operation performed 
9 years ago, the surgeons were reluctant 
to repeat the work. Dr. Harrison Betts 
consulted with Visiting Surgeon Rogers 
and it was agreed that an immediate 
operation was the only means of sav- 
ing the woman’s life. Mrs. Engleman 
was told of the crisis confronting her 
and eagerly consented to an operation.

Heart and Lung in Sight. 

It was necessary to make an incision 
which exposed the heart and left lung. 
As much of four ribs as covered the 
heart and lung were removed, leaving 
the vital organs absolutely bared to the 
gaze of the surgeons. Because of the 
removal of the support furnished by the 
ribs the lung would have collapsed with- 
out artificial assistance. 

This was supplied by the Ellsburg ap- 
paratus, which is electrically equipped 
‘Oo supply air in the requisite quantity 
and at the requisite pressure. The air 
was supplied to the lung through a 
woven silk tube, which was placed in 
the paitient’s mouth and deflected until 
ccnnection was made with the direct 
air passage to the lung. Extreme care 
had to be exercised in applying arti- 
ficial respiration at a time when other- 
wise the exposed lung would collapse. 
This was accomplished so successfully 
that the lung and the heart maintained 
their functions as if fairly normal con- 
ditions maintained. The diseased tis- 
sues were exposed at the same time, so 
as to enable the surgeons to remove 
tnem. While this was being accom- 
plished those not actually engaged in 
the operation had ample opportunity to 
watch a human heart at work. 

Patient Is Recovering, 
: In closing the incision a supplement- 
a'e!s, Ey SAN ae ary phase of the work consisted in ap- 
pPiying tissue transferred in part from 
the surfaces adjoining the incision, so 
that the aperture was closed when the 
surgeons had finished.
